Regarding the NSC Meeting 


Graham Martin called within a half hour after the end of the NSC meeting 
to find out what had been discussed and decided. Bill Stearman held him 
off, but I suspect we will get all kinds of hammering if we do not send 
him something. 

Moreover, he has a right to know the essentials of our attitudes and 
should be able, of course, to transmit them to President Thieu. 

With this in mind, I have prepared a brief message from you to him.
